Farmers and Race Horses. 
(By M. V. Carroll, Secretary Pettis 
County Bureau of Agriculture.) 
Can a farmer afford to own or 
breed race horses? This question has 
been discussed pro and con many 
times through the agricultural and 
other papers, but is yet unsolved. 
Of what use is a race horse to a 
farmer? He can’t work such a horse, 
neither can he ride or drive him with 
any satisfaction. 
To self him as a 
race horse he must “develop” him, 
either personally or through a hired 
trainer. 
This is costly. 
Maybe his 
own son hankers to he his trainer. 
This inevitably leads the boy to the 
race track. 
Pride in 
“pap’s 
hoss” 
prompts him to bet with touts and 
race track sharpers, with the certain 
result that pap’s son (often pap, also) 
frequently goes broke. 
The overwhelming preponderance 
of evidence is emphatically against 
the advisability of farmers raising 
race horses. 
There is generally a 
widespread and strong demand for 
good draft horses and the attractive 
carriage and roadster horse, both of 
which the farmer 
can 
raise 
with 
profit and without endangering the 
integrity or usefulness of his boys. 
“Fast” horses and fast young men 
usually go together and neither can 
serve a useful purpose on the farm.

New York, Dec. 26.—On the eve of 
the new year all indications point to 
another season of great athletic ac­ 
tivity throughout the United States 
during 1915.

been eliminated as a result of the 
European war, but national, sectional 
and intersectional sports and compe­ 
tition will undoubtedly 
continue 
to 
increase in the next twelve months. 
Because of the size and population of 
the country these events will arouse 
almost as much interest as would be 
the case were foreign 
nations 
on 
track, turf and water. 
Schedule makers in scores of sports 
are busy compiling the lists of dates 
and events to be held during the 
spring, summer and autumn of 1915 
and in almost every instance there Is 
but one reply to the question regard­ 
ing the outlook. 
“Greater than pre­ 
vious year” Is the keynote. 
Appar­ 
ently sport in all its amateur and pro­ 
fessional angles has taken a com­ 
manding 
hold 
upon 
America. 
Al­ 
though only isolated dates in base­ 
ball, rowing, track athletics, automo­ 
bile racing, football, tennis and golf 
have been announced, the tread of 
sport is clearly defined.

EMBARGOONGOODS 


RELAXATION IN ENGLAND ON 
THE EXPORTATION OF 
WOOLEN CLOTH. 


IS ONLY PARTIAL, HOWEVER, NOW 


Ladies’ and Children's Hosiery Do Not 
Fall Within 
the 
Restrictions 
and May Be Shipped With­ 
out Hindrance- 


London, Dec. 26.—The relaxation of 
the embargo placed upon the exporta­ 
tion of w’ooien cloth, yarn and wear­ 
ing apparel is only a partial one, and 
no prophecy is ventured as to when 
the embargo will end. 
Hair and cashmere in any form, in­ 
cluding yarns, tops, noils and cloth, 
may now be exported without certi­ 
ficate s. Shoddy containing .more than 
one tirird cotton may also go without 
question. 
Black cloth is free from 
the embargo, as is fancy cloth with a 
distinct i>atterii, provided the mater­ 
ial is not 
suitable 
for 
underwear. 
Cloth for outward wear w-eighing less 
than eighteen ounces per yard* fifty- 
six inches wide, or more than 
SU 
ounces, may also be shipped withottt 
a licence. 
Yarns, other than 
hosiery yams, 
which have not been 
manufactnffed 
for military purposes, may be export 
ed under license. Elven hosiery yams, 
if made from marino wool, may be 
exported under 
license. 
Licenses 
will also probably be granted for the 
exportation of flannels. 
Laities’ and children’s hosiery do 
not fall within the restrictions, and 
may be shipped without license 
Car­ 
digan jackets, sweaters, jerseys and 
woolen gloves will not bo allowed to 
leave England unless it can be show-n 
beyond question that they are clearly 
unsuitable for the use of the army. 
Cashmere socks may leave England 
freely under license if they w-eighleas 
than one pound ten ounces per dozen. 
Men’s underw-ear will not be permit­ 
ted to go into foreign trade unless 
the goods are finer than 24 gauge*. 
Raw wool, tops, noils, wa^te and rags 
w-ill not be permitted to leave this 
country, except for the use of the 
allies or the English troops, unless 
siiown to he wholly unsuited to the 
use of military and naval establish­ 
ments.
